stitutes the exercise best calculated 'o 
do u* good 
In point of fact we ft re 


only boldly honest and sincere when we 
Insist that really beneficial exercise 
consists as much In the pursuit of some 
Independent object we desire to reach 
or gain by physical exertion, coupled 
with a pleasant stimulation of mental 
Interest and recreation, as in any given 
kind or degree of -mere muscular tn-- 
tivity. Bodily rho-vement alone under- 
taken from a sense of duty or upon 
medical advice is among the dreary and 
unsatisfying tfclngs of life. 
It 
may 


cultivate or Increase animal strength 
and endurance, but it Is *pt *t the 
sim* time to weaken and distort the 
disposition *nd temper. The medicine 
is not only distasteful, but fall* In ef- 
ficacy unless 'it Is mingled with the 
agreeable *nd Ivtdlng ln«i intents of 
mental rec< i*tion and dettrable object* 
of endeavor. 


I am convinced that nothing meet* 


all the requirements of rational, health- 
ful outdoor ex*rcl*e more completely 
than quail shooting. It sectn* to be SO 
compounded of wholtfotne things that 
It reaches, with vttaiMng effect. *v«/# 
point of mental or physic*! enerv*Uoii. 
Under the prohibition* of the law, or 
the restraint* of sportln* d*renejf. or 
both, it 1* only permitted at a .season 
of th* T\mr when nature freely dl*-

In addition to all tKls the quail shoot- 


er has on his excursions a companion 
who not only promotes his success,.but 
nhose manner of contributing to it is 
a constant source of delight. I am not 
speaking of 
human companionship 


which frequently mars pleasure by in- 
sistent competition or aw%A«-a'rd inter- 
ference, but of the companionship of a 
faithful, devoted helper, never discour- 
aged or discontent with Ms allotted 
service, except when the man behind 
the gun shoot* badly, and always 
dumbly willing to concede to the shoot- 
er the entire credit of a successful 
flur.t. The work In the field of a well 
Trained dog 1* of Itself an exhibition 
well worth the fatigue of a quailing 
expedition. It behooves the hunter, 
however, to remember that the dog I* 
in the field for buBlness, and that no 
amount 'of *enttmental admiration of 
hi* performances on the part of his 
master will compensate him. If, after 
he has found and Indicated the location 
of the game. It escapes through Inat- 
tention or bad shooting at the critical 
Instant. The csrele** or bungling shoot, 
er who reportedly mUnc; all manner ol 
fair shots, must not be surprised If in 
utter disgust his dog companion sulkily 
ce««es effort, or even wholly abandons, 
the field, leaving the chagrined and 
disappointed hunter to return home 
alone—leg weary, gamele** and asham- 
ed. He Is thus forced to learn that 
hunting dog intelligence is not. limited 
to <abj*et subwenrletKc; and he thus 
gain* a new appreciation of the fact 
that the better hts dog. tht better the.

If be ob- 
serve* these rules, experience »nd prac- 
tice wlll^ do the rest.
